It is my deſign to be Inſtrumental (among others) 
to perſwade you to own the Man Chriſt Feſus, whom 
to me you ſeem to deny : And to ſubmit your ſelt to 
his Laws, recorded in Holy Scripture > which you 
now Sltght and Trample upon.

he hath written : being perſwaded, That it he con-

The Princi- 
ples (he faith) are Pagan, and the Men are #o Chriſ#:- 
ans. Neither indeed do they impoſe upon us to bu- 
tieve them ſo, nor have they that Appcllation given 
them 3 bur inſtead thereof, they call themiclves, and 
are called by others, Ouakers. Hc erlcavours to Exe 
caſe them, from what they cannot Excuſe themſel: 'eF, 
without a manifelt 74jzry to their own Opinions : And 
wherc this will not do, he lzbours to Extenzuate the 
Fault by fubſtr2&ing from, and adding, to the Duzkers 
Sayings > and then tells us, 1t is but a 1zttle word 5 45 
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putting in (0 PF) and taking away(IRRELIGIOUS.) 
But ſure leſs than either of theſe may 20tally deſtroy 
the ſence; 2s will appear by.theſe following inſtances . 

1+ The firſt is, That a Compoſitor (that was a 
Papiſt.) being imployed at the King's Printing- Houſe 
in the Days of King Famer, took out of the7;h Com- 
mandement the Particle (NOT) and then it was thus 
read, Thou ſhalt Commit Adultery, and that was leſs 
than the word (Irreligions:) and it was then efteern- 
ed fa great acrime, that (it's ſaid) the Printer was 
fined a 1000 Pounds. | 

In the 1 Cor. 15. 51. where it's faid, We ſhall 
#10t all ſleep, but- we ſhall all be Changed; leave out 


 bue (C) and then it muſt be read; we ſhall all be 


Hanged: and yet this is leſs than ( O F. ) 

Such liberty as this being allowed, I will make 
my Antagoniſt ſpeak what I lit; but this 1s the pra» 
dice of this Author 3 I hope I may beallowed the 
liberty of thinking that the man is in a ftrait. 

2, Becauſe whoee be cannot deny but thoſe words 
were ſpoken by the Duakers,winch T. H- charges upon 
them 3 and that they do alſo bear the ſame ſence which 
he puts upon them : there he endeawours to perſwade 
us that they may alſo bear another ſence 5 and faith, 
It's a fign of hatred to catch at the worſt. 

Now from thence I perceive (it J. L. ſay true) 
That the Quakers Words are delivered as Ambigu- 
o#fly, as the Teatbea gogs ulſcd to deliver their Ora» 
cles; that fo tne fulſity thereot may be the leſs capable 
of dctelliry. A Man of great crcdit among the Gre- 
£;ans, named Oenomaus, wio for that he had been 
mach drl.2bred with Oracizs, and more deceived 
wruti? 2 Book,io the end, of their Falſhoods and Lyes 3 
and yet [heweth, Fhat in many things wherein they

deceived , it Was xot eaſy to convince them of oper 
F alſhood, for that they would involve their anſwer 
(on purpoſe ) With (ſuch Obſcurities, Generalities, E- 
quivocations, aud Doubtfelneſr, that they would al- 
ways leave themſelves a Corner wherein to ſave their 
Credits, when the event ſhould prove falſe. As for 
Example, When Creſus that famous and rich Monarch 
of Lydia, conſulted with the Oracle of Apollo, whe- 
ther be ſhould make War againfj the Perſians, and 
thereby oktain their Empire or no ? Apollo defirons of 
Bloodſhed (as t he wicked ſpirits are) gave his Oracle in 
theſe words, for deceiving of Crefus. If Creſus with- 
out fear, ſhall paſs over Halys, (this was a River that 
Lay between him and Perſia) he ſhall bring to confuſi- 
on a great Rich Kingdom. Upon which words, Crz- 
ſus paſſed over bis Army, in hopes to get Perſia 3 bat 
ſoon after be loſt Lydia, by an evil underſtanding of this 
doubtful Prophecy.Euſebius, Lib.dePrep. Evan.Ceap-10. 
Surely, all fuch dark unintelligible language (in 
my underſtanding) ought to be exploded by all the 
Miniſters of the Goſpel, and all true Chriſtians 3 for it 
hath no better tendency, than to decetve and begmile 
1gnorant and unſtable Souls. This was not the Pra- 
ice of the Holy Apoſiles, of our dear Redeemer the 
Man Chrift Feſus, who delivered their Dodrines in 
the moſt plain and intelligible words that might be, for 
the inſtruction and information of their Auditors 
eſpecially about the great and moſt important Truths 
of the Goſpel : as the blefſed Apoſtle Paxl doth telii- 
fy, 1 Theff. 2. 3, 4. For our exhortation was not 
of Deceit, nor of Uncleanneſs, nor in Guile , bat as we 
were allowed of God t5 be put in Truſt with the Goſpel, 
fo we ſpeak, : for if the Frampet give an uncertain ſound, 
who ſhall prepare bimſelf to the Battle ? So likewiſe

The di- 
re& contrary is found in the Quakers, as appears, not 
only by this Man's Confeſſion, but allo by their Writings 
and Expreſſions, as is obvious to all that have experi- 
ence of them. Surely they are not guided by the Spi- 
rit of the Lord, their Practice being fo coatrary'to 
the fir/# Miniſters of the Goſpel, and fo apreeable to 
the Method uſed by the Falſe gods among, the Hea- 
thezt, whoſe Words and Writings are like their Ora- 
cles, i. &+ full of Deceit and Ambiguity, And it IF.

O my Soul, come not thou 
into their Secret, unto their Aſſembly, mine honour be 
not thou united, 
3+ Becauſe in theſe 12. Pagan Principles, he hath 
cleered T. H. of thoſe Black Charges the (Quakers 
have laid upon him 3 in calling him Lyar, Forgez, 
Slanderer, &c.

IF. L- ſaith, And that we cannnt deny for if one of 
T. H. or I. G's. Sermons, ſhould at any time make a 
greater impreſſion upon you or I, than ever any Scrip- 
ture did, may we not lawfully ſay, That the Spirit of 
Truth ſpeaking in either of theſe men, was of greater 
Authority to us, that 1s, wrought more powerfully upon 
us by them, than by the Scriptures.

4+ Whereas he {uppoles, rhe Spirit of Truth ſpeaks | 
by theſe men ; I readily grant 't, but not excluſive | 
of, but in conjunfion with the Dodrine they preach, 
agrecable to the Holy Scriptu res. 

5- Therefore I conclude, That whatever good 
effect their Doctrine hath. upon the Souls of men, 
for their Converſion and Salvation, it is wrought by 
thoſe words they deliver unto us not as they are 
the words of men taken abſtracedly ( for as ſuch, 
they can have no ſuch Efficacie ) but as they are i::- 
. deed the Word of God, which effefiually worketh in

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them that believe. Thus all men may {ce this inſtance 
ſerves not to the purpoſe for which he intended it.

They did then affirm it : But when they ſaw they 
comld not prove it,l was fo pulled, ſtruck , and abuſed, 
that I was notable to keep my ſtanding, and attend 
the Diſcourſe : They alſo made fuch a Bawling on 
purpoſe to prevent my being heard, that it was im- 
poſſible to hear what was ſaid : And at laſt to pre- 
vent any further Diſcourſe, ore of thcm conciudes 
the Meeting in prayer. | 

A Gentleman that was a ſtranger being pretent, 
and obſerving the violence they offered tro my per- 
{on, came up into the Gallery where 1 was, and 
faid, Sir, I perceive, that if a man comes to diſpute 
with theſe men, he bad need 10 take a Guard with him 
to ſecure his perſon. And as we went out, one crys 
out, Children of Babylon, Brats of Babylon 4 an- 
other, Thou art a Blaſphemer, &c. 
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T being there again, May 15. 1674+ to hear whe- 
thtr they had any thing further to ſay to that Que- 
fiion before. mentioned : And when their Friend in 
the Miniſiry had done, and I began to ſpeak to the 
Q ieſtion , one that is call:d a Friend in their Mi- 
riitry, whoſe name is Samuel Thornton, thruſt in bc-

Thornton ſaw he was dil- 
appointed of his purpoſe: he railed upon me, fay- 
ivg, Thou art a Thief, a Lyer, a Murderer, a Devil, 
Tby name is Cain 3 and then cricd out with a loud 
voice, Cain, Cain, Cain, Cain, Cain, juſt like a 
man bercft of his Reaſon. One ſaid, T was a Drus- 
kard; another. Thou art drunk every day in the week. 1 
vot knowing what epinion fome might have of me, 
tnar did nor know my Converſation , asked what 


tncy meant by (aying, I was a Drunkard? One of 


them anſwered, Thaw art drank with words, beſot- 
trd with jznorance, &c, Now it theſe men can al- 
low tnem(iclves : bois thus to rail agaiuſt one, at 
j© dcipcrate a rate, agaivſt whom they can prove 
640 uf tholc things whereof they accuſe him » and 
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when they have done, excuſe it by ſaying, JJ: meant 
Allegorically : Who then can have his Reputation 
ſecured from theſe mens viruleut and reproachfal 
Tongues ? 

[ being at the ſame Meeting place ſome time at- 
ter, and hearing ſuch expreſſions about Chrift, 
which had a tendency to beguile the ignorant: When 
he that was ſpeaking had done, I offcred to diſcourſe 
ſoberly with them about it z which they refuſcd. 
Whereupon I told the People, that the Quakess

The Quakers refuſiug to anſwer, notwithſtanding 
I offered to make good each of thefe particulars 
againſt them 5 I told the People, that T hoped they 
would believe what I had charged upon them; 5. e, 
That they were afraid to bring their Dotirines to be 
tried by the Light of the Holy Scriptures 3 like thoſe 
{ſpoken of by Tertulliau, whom he calls by the name 
of Lucifuge Scripturarum, Men that fly from the 
Light of the Scripture, as the Bats do into their blcs, 
when the Sun appears.

I met with Foſiah Cole twice afterwards, and both 
times diſcourſed with him about that point 3 and he 
was very politive and percmptory in it, afferting

mever died. 

At another time, being at Edw. Mans the Hoſer, 
I and divers others then preſent, heard Parrich Li- 
vingftone (another owned In the Minitiry) aftrm, 
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That Chrift, in rſpeft of bimſelf, never died, ncithey 
could be, becauſe he was only God : There was indeed 
a holy Body, which he (i. e. The Light in him) took, 
*p, aledin for a time, and laid down again: But 
that Body was no part of the Chriſt, but only & holy 
Body in which he was. 1 then brought that Scripture, 
Luke 24. 39+ to prove he had a Body, as well after, 
as before his Reſurrection 3 Bebold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I my ſelf, handle me and ſee, for a 
Spirit hath not fleſh and bones, as you ſee me baves 
But it ſeems this very ſaying of our Saviour was 
ſo diſtaſteful to them, that about ten of the ©xakers 
cried out together, Blaſphemy , Blaſphemy, his Chriſt 
is a Chrift of fleſh. and bones , Blaſphemy : And that 
without any Provocation thereunto 3 for I made no 
Comment upon the words. And at the ſame time 
Charles Harris, another Eminent in the Miniſtry, 
being asked, Whether that holy Ordinance of the 
Lord's Suppcr was now to be praGiſed ? faid, Irs 
written, If any man hear ,my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in and ſup with him, &c. Rev. 
3- 20. This is the Supper of the Lord, we witneſf it : 
And about the Reſurreftion and Judgment to come 
he ſaid , IT fpeak this from the Eternal God, That 
the Reſurreltion is come, the Judgment is come, and 
T witnſiit. And this very well agrees with Iſaac 
Pennington's words, in his Book of Oxeftions about 
Chriſt, p. 14. Now Friends, if- you would know or be- 
lieve aright, you muſt believe in him who was with 
25e Father before the World was, who was the Sa- 
viour, the Feſus, the Chriſt, from Everlaſting. This 
we firmly believe, &c. Tea, it is he to whom the name

Ey this time I hope, not only theſe Objections are 
removed, but all others of the like import, may eaſily 
be anſwered by theſe Diſtin&tions 3 which I ſhould 
have particularly ſpoken to, only the Paper allotted 
me Will not permit of it. 

Fourthly, That it doth properly and really belong to 
that ſacred Perſon, who was Conceived by the Holy 
Ghoſt, Born of the Virgin Mary , and called by the , 
name of Feſus of Nazareth. 

To make this good, I ſhall uſe this method : 

I. Shew you what this Sacred Perſon is. 

2. That that very Perſon who 1s called Feſus of 
Nazareth, is alſo called Chriſt. h 

3- That the Name Chriſt doth properly and really 
belong to him. 

1» To ſhew you what this Sacred Perſon is : I do 
affirm, That he is both God and Man, and-that the 
Hypoſtatical Union of his Divine and Humane Na- 
ture, doth ſo conſtitute this Sacred Perſoxz, that 
both of them, as united, are the Chriſt of God : And 
that when the Scripture ſpeaks of a&s done by him 
25.Chriſt, they are to be underſiood as performed by 
that Perſon ſo conſidered. mo 

. To make this good, I ſhall prove three things : . 

T- That this Sacred Perſon i God. And becauſe 
the Quakers own him whom they call Chriſt to be 
God,. I ſhallonly cite that known place, Rom 9. 5. 
Whoſe are the Fathers, and of whom, as concerving the © | 
fleſh, Chriſt came 3 who i over all, God bleſſed for evers” 
Amens 3 FR db 
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2, That he is alſo zruly Max. 1. Tims 2. 5+ For 
there is aue God, and one Mediator between God and 
Men , the M A N Chriſt Feſuw. Acts 2. 22, 23+ 
Te men of Iſrael, hear theſe words, Feſus of Nazareth, 
a MAN approved among you, by Miracles, Wonders, 
and Signs which God did by him in the midſt of you, as 
Je your ſelves alſo know : Him ye have t1ken, aid by 
wicked hands have crucified and ſlain. But if he had _ 
not been truly May, he could not have been put 39 
death by the hands of men ; for, as 1 have proved be- 
tore, it is 3mpoſſeble for the Deity to become Mortal. 
But I ſhall ſay no more to this here, having proved 
Chrilt to be a real and true Man, p. 18,19. to which 
I refer you. . 

3- That thoſe aFs done by him gs Chriſt, are to 
be underſtood as performed by that Perſin, conſider- 
ed 45 God aud Man. 

For the better underſtanding of this, conſider 3, 

I> That ſome 8s done by him, caunot be performs. 
ed #s be is God, taken Abſtradively , for as ſuch, be 
cannot be made fleſh, he cannot die, and be made a 
Sacrifice for fin. = 

2, That ſome acts alſo are done by him, which 
Annoc be performed by his Humane Nature,taken Ab- 
ſtradvely ;, tor as ſuch, he cannot know all things, he. 
cannot be everz=where preſent, neither could he have, 
given plenary Satiifadlion to the Fuſtice of God for 
the fias of men, had not his Humanity been ſup- 
ported by his Divize Nature, and united to it. 

3- And yet that theſe things are aſcribed to him, as 
he is a Perſox conſiſting both of the Divine and Hwu-: 
maxe Nature : And that this zs ſ», I will give you 
{ome few inſtances 3 
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1. Thatin A@s 20.28. Feed the Church of God, . 
which be bath purchaſed with his own blood. Here the 
Pcrſon ſpoken of, is ſaid to be God abſolutely 3 the 
Church of God. And this God 15s faid to have blood 
of his own; the blood of Jeſus Chriſt , being the 
blood of him that was God, though not the blood of 
him as God 5, for God is a Spirit, and a Spirit hath 
19 blood to ſhed : But it was Feſus Chriſt of Nazareth, 
whom the Jews Crxcified, Acts 4+ 10. it 15 his Blood 
that cleanſeth us from all fi, 1 John 1.7. Ang this 
being- confidered, it undeniably teſtifies to the Unity 
of his Perſon as God and Man. 
' 2. That in Foba 3. 13- And no man hath aſcended 
»þ into Heaven, but he that came down from Heaven, 
even the Son of man which is in Heaven. And that | 
in Foba 17» 5+ And now, O Father, glorifie thou me | 
with thine own ſelf, with the glory which I had with 
thee before the World was. Now theſe things cannot 
be applicd to the Humane Nature, taken AbſtraGizve- 
ly ; for that had no Being, and fo could have no | 
Glory with the Father before the World was 3 neither - 
did he, as ſuch, come down from Heaven, nor could 
he be ix Heaven and o# Earth with his Humane Na : 
ture at one and the ſame time ; And yet as he was | 
both God and Man in ove Perſon, by the Figure Sy- | 
necdoche, all this 15 truly ſpoken of him. But why 
the Quakers ſhould pretend to relieve themſelves by 
this Figure, and ſay, That the Body is ſometimes called 
Chriſt, unleſs they did ows the Humane Nature to be 
a part of Chriſt, I cannot underſtand 3 becauſe it al- 
ways fignifies a pars of that whole of which-it is * 
predicated. 
' 2. T ſhall prove, That that very Perſon who 34 ca'- 
ted Feſus of Nazareth, is alſo called Chrift. Joh. 1.41. 
4 3 We 
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IWe. have found the Meſfias, which is being interpreted, 
the Chriſt. John 4+ 25, 26. The woman ſaith unto 
him, 1 know that Meſſias cometh, which is called Chriſt, 
when be 1s come, he will tell as all things. Feſus ſaith 
unto her, That fpeak unto, thee am HE. And many 
moe believed, becauſe of his own word z and ſaid unt» 
the woman, Now we believe, not becauſe of thy ſaying, 
for we have beard bim our ſelves : And know , that 
this is indeed the Chriſt, the Saviour of the World, 
verſe 41, 42+ And this doth not: only prove him to 
be the Chriſt, but ſuch a Perſoy that the People ſaw 
with their eyes, and heard with their ears, notwith- 
ſtanding the Quakers have the confilence to ;ſay, 
Chriſt was never ſeen with Carnal eyes, nor heard with

{o as never any was but he; for God gape nat the 
Spirit by meaſure unto him, John 3+ 34+ and therefore 
he 15 properly and really the only Chriſt and Saztorr of 
the World : Neither is there Salvation in any other ; for 
there 18. none other Name under Heaven given among 


men whereby we muſt be ſaved, but by the Name of Fe- 


ſus Chriſt of Nazareth, whom the Fews crucified, 
Acqs 4 .10,11,12. 

-J ſhall conclude this point in the words of the

Meſſias. In this propriety the word is uſed, Dan. 9.
